Midwest Travel 
Stranded During 
Weekend Storms

STIRRING V P TROUBLE 


The questionnaire w riter is still busy stirring 
up trouble tor innocent parents. I have before me 
a questionnaire, used in an American university. 
The one 1 have asks only 35 questions but it a p ­ 
pears that there is a longer one t h a t has 140 
questions. Here are 10 samples of the questions 
asked; 
"1. H ave you been em barras se d because of the 
type of w o rk your fath er does in order to support 
the family? 
"4. Has eithe r of your parents insisted on your 
obeying him or her regardless of w h e t h e r or not 
the request was reasonable"’ 
"8. Do sou think your parents fail to recog­ 
nize that you are a m a t u r e person and hence treat 
you as if you were still a child? 
"12. Does your m o th e r tend to d om inate your 
home? 
"13. H ave your paren ts frequently objected to 
the kind of companions that you go ar ou nd with? 
"17. Is cither ol your parents very easily irri­ 
tated? 
"19. Has either of your parents ce rtai n person­ 
al habits which irritate you? 
“23. Have you disagreed with yo ur parents 
about your life w ork ? 
"27. Was your tat Her what you would consider 
your ideal manhood? 
"31. Do you occasionally have conflicting moods 
of love and hate for m em bers of your fam il y? ” 
I picked these 10 questions out of 35 because 
nearly every child r a n answe r the m affirmatively 
at some stage. Sun- m other dominates the home! 
Who else? Otherwise, children would be young 
anarchists. 
In a full family, there is a mother, a father 
and children. Of course, m other and fath er some­ 
times disagree and all children believe that their 
parents are at times unreasonable. That is part 
of the process ot growing up. When kids turn on 
to blare 
horrible 
rock-n-roll 
music 
which is an insult to anyone's intelligence, n a t ­ 
urally a father or a mother or both will, alte r a 
while, complain. Aie they unreasonable? The first 
thing a child must le a r n —and it is something that 
is extremely hard to learn 
is that w he n there is 
more than one person in a house, consideration 
for other s is very important 
And that sense of 
consideration, 
it 
lacking, makes of 
the un fo r­ 
tunate creatures a boor whom others avoid. And 
apart from what such boorishness docs to c h ara c ­ 
ter, it also may produce economic, mari tal and 
o ther difficulties. It is the business ot parents to 
teach that to children. 
Let us look at the first question. Suppose that 
were asked of A b r a h am Lincoln! Its absurdity 
lies in the fact that this country has no aristoc- I 
racy and that the son of the lowliest may reach 
the highest station. 
It has been the good fortune of the United 
States that it has had no hereditary aristocracy, 
no landed gentry, no elite by birth.

Shooting Editor 
Snakes rate more attention 
from the nature-fakers than any 
other of God's creatures. There's 
the old fable about the hoop- 
snakes that rolls himself into a 
hoop to build up escape speed, 
the glass snake that breaks apart 
when threatened and then reas­ 
sembles itself later, the mater­ 
nally-minded snake that swallows 
all its youngsters when they’re 
menaced and then brings them 
up when the danger has passed. 
And there's considerable ma- 
larky around regarding snakes as 
a menace themselves. We can un­ 
derstand the antipathy many 
people feel at the thought of a 
snake, poisonous or not. And we 
have the distance-keeping respect 
properly due a fanged viper of 
any sort. But I can’t understand 
the jumpiness so many people 
show at the thought of the 
snakes of Africa and India. 
From accounts of many who 
have been to neither place, the 
jungles of India and the bush of 
the Dark Continent are a-crawl 
with death, with hooded cobras, 
lurking adders, 
fast - craw ling 
black mambas—the works. All of 
them, the tale-tellers do say, 
spend their lives either waiting 
for a white man to pass their 
ambush, or looking for a camp­ 
site so they can crawl into bed 
with somebody. 
Some Are Deadly 
There are snakes in Africa and 
India whose strike can kill a man 
j in hours or even minutes. But not 
I that many. I have been in the 
boondocks of these hunting areas 
for about a solid year all told. In 
that time I have seen four snakes 
of any account. Two were cobras, 
dead on Indian roads, one was a 
pit viper, also dead, and one little 
green fellow, species unknown, 
who swam a jungle stream in the 
French Congo. 
Matter of fact, we have more 
snakes, bad ones, in settled sec­ 
tions of this country. Like the 
copperheads nesting in the Bear 
Mountain area two hours from 
New- York City. Or the rattlers 
scattered over our Southwest. 
! One summer in New Mexico a 
rancher and I averaged two rat- 
l tiers a day, klonking them with 
j handy rocks. 
' 
Last January, w+ien Jimmy 
Cullum and i were hurrying to 
where his pointer had lucked up 
I on a covey of Texas quail, we 
walked right over five fat rat­ 
tlers that were sunning them­ 
selves on a ditch bank Jimmy 
has legs four feet long and I was 
trotting to keep up. so neither of 
us got hit; but for my money we 
were in more danger f r o m 
snakes, about five miles from a 
major Texas city, than any one 
is likely to be in a tropical jun­ 
gle.

"If the average viewer is con­ 
stantly told, without contradiction, 
that ho is guilty of a shameful act 
in watching his favorite programs, 
then he might begin to approach 
his set the way the small boy ap­ 
proaches the cooky jar," he said. 
“We must understand that it is 
minority distaste for programs 
chosen by the majority that has 
triggered the slogan of medioeritv 
—and we must label this slogan 
for what it really is. a failure to 
respect freedom of taste, an ef­ 
fort tif the few to impose their 
tasles on the many,’’ he said
